They estimate that next year's im- 
migration-through New York «ftl . 
be only 300,000 as compared ,with 
pro-war figures of from 800,000 to 
1,000,000 annually.. Few of the 
thousands of passengers .arriving 
here daily from abroad are coming 
to this country unless they have 
been here before or unless relatives 
are already .here. Probably 50 per 
cent of the recent arrivals are re- 
servists, mostly Italians, who left 
the U. S. to fight for their native 
land. 


Many of 'them are American -citi- 


zens. The balance of the arrivals is 
composed largely, of relatives of

sentation of native born Americans 
who had been unable to reach these 
shores earlier because of war condi- 
tions.

HAT the real policy of the allies is to play the game in such 


a way that Russia can be divided is the contention of a cor- 


respondent in the New Republic. He writes: 


"It is obvious to every student of the international politics 


of Europe that the Allies do not want Russia to get on her feet 
again; they want her divided and impotent. Russia with one 
hundred and twenty-five millions of highly gifted Slavs, all, ex- 
sept in the Southwest, speaking the same language, professing 
the same religion, inheriting the same traditions, fonu the larg- 
est bjock of homogeneous people in Europe; add to this their 
unparalleled power of assimilating surrounding populations, 
Iheir high birth-rate, the vast extent of territory over which 
they can spread out, and you will realize why the Allies dread 
this nation, potentially the mightiest in Europe. 


"It is not in the interest of France with her declining birth- 


rate, not in the interest of England with her insular exclusive- 
ness and lack of assimilating powers, not in the interest of Italy 
rooped up in her narrow peninsula to have a mighty Russia. 


"England from the Island of Oesel is trying to form as a 


barrier against Russia, the tribes of Finland, Esthland, Latvia 
and Lithuania; to them, with the help of Poland, is given the 
task of keeping Russia out of the Baltic and North European 
waters. France, with the aid of Rumania and Greece, and of the 
1'nglish in Transcaucasia, in fanning the religional jealousies of 
the" Ukrainians and the Cossacks into national self-conscious- 
ness: this is done to keep Russia away from the Black Sea and 
the Mediterranean. 


' "In f.?.ct, the Allies are doing now identically the same work 


that Wilholm II tried to do after Brest-Litovsk; the work that 
Napoleon, and before him Charles XII, of Sweden, tried; namely, 
to ke?;> Russia away from tidewater by setting up semi-inde- 
pendent states on her maritime borders. 


"But why should the United States have a hand in this at- 


lerupt to strangle a great nation? America needs a strong and 
unites Russia as the only possible ally in the Pacific, as neither 
China ,'tdr Australia can be of much assistance in the near fu- 
ture. 


"With the blockade lifted and commercial intercourse with 


Europe and America re-established, Russia is bound to turn 
more and more to the right; she cannot stay part communist 
and part capitalistic in the midst of a world wholly capitalistic."
